Premier Ernest Manning an- 
nounced in Edmonton Thursday | 
that he will not be a candidate 
for national leadership of the 
Social Credit movement at the 
party’s convention in Toronto, to 
be held on April 4, 5 and 6, 
Eastern reports have suggested 

recently that the premier is a pos- 
sible choice for the national leader- 
ship, along with several others | 
prominent in the movement. Mr. 
Manning said he “definitely would 
not be a candidate for the leader- 


ship.” 
His statement follows: 
“I have already advised those 


who have honored me by asking 
that they might sponsor me for the 
national leadership, that I do not} 
intend to let my name go before 
the convention. The active leader- 
ship of the rapidly growing na- 
tional Social Credit movement on 
which the future security of Canada | 
may well depend will be more than | 
a full time job for the man who is 
selected. 

“My present duties and re- 
sponsibilities as premier of this 
province require all of my time 
and effort and will continue to 
have both as long as |! am 
privileged to serve the people of 
Alberta in this capacity. 

“During the past ten years I have 
come to know and to respect the 
citizens of Alberta above all others. 
On two successive occasions they 
have honored me by electing me to 
the Alberta legislature, and at the re- 
quest of their representatives I a 


been called to the premiership. 


CONTINUE TO SERVE | 

“Under these circumstances I in-| 
tend to continue to serve the peo-| 
ple of Alberta to the best of my 
ability as long as they desire me 
to do so and, therefore I do not pro- 
pose to forsake my present sphere | 
of public service for the purpose 
of entering the national political 
field. 

“Furthermore I am satisfied that 
the delegates to the convention will} 
have in mind other and better men 
from whom to select a_ national 
leader.”

OTTAWA, March 16.—(CP)—The 
Commons elections committee de- 
cided today to recommend direct 
voting as against proxy voting for 
members of Canada’s armed forces 
in the next Federal election. 

The recommendation included a 
rider allowing other than direct 
voting in such cases as the com- 
mittee might decide. This would 
cover the possibility of proxy vot-| 
ing for Canadian prisoners of war. 

The committee also decided to 
recommend that the voting would 
be for the candidate by name and 
constituency rather than by 
party. 

The committee's decisions were 
reached after three army colonels 
said they were against the proxy} 
system. The officer said the troops 
think “it is a heck of a way to 
vote.” 

Representatives of the Navy and 
RCAF. previously had appeared 
before the committee and stated) 
flatly that unless some type of 
proxy voting was introduced many

INGLEWOOD, Calif., March 16. 
—(AP) — North American Avia- 
tion, Inc., said yesterday it had 
department permission to 
disclose that its P-51 Mustang 
fighter is the world’s fastest air- 
plane. 

It said the war department also 
listed the Mustang as the top 
performer for ceiling and range, 
and declared it is capable of 
level flight in excess of 425 miles 
an hour and a tactical radius of 
action of well over 500 miles. Its 
four-blade propeller, powered by 
a Packard-built Rolls Royce 
Merlin engine, lifts the plane 
above 40,000 feet. 

By increasing its fuel capacity 
and speed, company engineers 
have enabled the Mustang to 
support Allied heavy bombers 
beyond the 1,100-mile round trip 
distance between London and 
Berlin, the announcement added.

From Breweries 


All the available beer which 
breweries can supply is to be 
released to the public immedi- 
ately, Hon. Solon E. Low, provin- 
cial treasurer, sald In a statement 
released here Thursday. 

He pointed out that the breweries 
have been caught unawares by the 
“sudden reversal of policy on the 
part of Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King” and although well stocked 
with brew, must age beer for at 
least three months. “Therefore, it 
may be a month or two before the 
existing quotas can be raised,” Mr. 
Low said. 

“Restrictions on bottle-tops are 
still enforced by the metals con- 
troller, and breweries are limited 
to 80 per cent of their 1943 sup- 
plies. This condition may likewise | 
restrict somewhat the supply of 
bottled beer until such time as it 
is lifted.” 


DOZEN FOR MONTH 


The statement continued: “The 
brewers have informed us_ that 
their output for March will be 


about 230,000 dozen pints, That will 
mean that there will be one dozen 
pints available for each of the 226,- 
305 permit-holders registered on 
March 11, and an additional num- 
ber who may register before the! 
end of the month. 

“Under normal conditions based} 
on the average number of permit- 
holders, we would be able to in| 
crease the quota to two dozen pints 
per permit-holder, 

“Increase in quotas of draught 
beer to hotels may be about ten per 
cent in April, as compared with an 
immediate increase of a much} 
larger percentage of bottled beer to 
permit-holders.” 

It was learned Thursday that 
liquor vendors in the cities are now 
selling beer to all persons entitled | 
to it, under the allowance of one 
dozen pints per month. Heretofore, 
persons who had bought beer in| 
February were not entitled to any} 
for the month of March. 

Now, whether or not a person 
bought his dozen pints in February, 
he will be allowed a dozen in 
March. 

The above is to apply in country 
centres also, although it may take a 
few days for additional supplies to 
reach some of these points.

LONDON, ,March 16—Pow- 
erful’ fleets of American 
planes smashed at southern 
Germany today in the wake of 
R.A.F., R.C.A.F. and Aus- 
tralian bombers which strew- 
ed more than 3,300 tons of ex- 
plosives across the Reich and 
occupied territory last night 
in the heaviest aerial assault 


of all time. 
Official reports indicated Bri- 
tish, Dominion and American 


forces had delivered their most 
Gestructive one-two punch. The 
focal point of both mighty as- 
saults was southern Germany, the 
R.A.F. Bomber Command having 
dropped 2,800 tons of bombs on 
the big aircraft and transport 
centre of Stuttgart alone. 
R.C.A.F. headquarters disclosed 
that Canadian bombers participat- 
ing in the big night assault were 
approximately 20 per cent greater 
in number than in any previous 
raid on enemy territory. Of the 
total of 41 aircraft lost in the 
operations over Germany, eight 
were Canadian. 

Other R.C.A.F. Halifax squadrons 
attacked railway targets at Amiens 
in France. 


BIG ALLIED ESCORT 

R.A.F., Dominion and Allied 
fighters in “great strength escorted 
the U.S. bombers, in today’s assault, 
the preliminary announcement said.

today and official reports said 
Allied tanks, infantry and ar- 
tillery were slowly crushing a 
fanatical band of German 
gunners who crept back last 
night to defend the bombed 
and shell-torn wreckage of 
their mountain stronghold. 

As the Allied armor closed in 
for the kill, fierce fighting ex- 
ploded on the Anzio beachhead

American troops lashed out in a 
sudden attack southeast of Ap- 
rilia, following a similar drive by 
British troops on the left flank. 

The German beachhead lines 

swayed perilously under the fury 
of the assault, and observers specu- 
lated that the British and Ameri- 
cans might have launched a major 
drive to coincide with the big push 
at Cassino.

Canada’s Plan 
Ottawa Stirred 


By US. Leakage 
Of Air Proposals 


Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 

OTTAWA, March 16—Canada 
has proposed an international air 
plan based on the principle of 
functional representation open to 
all nations large and small alike, 
a principle laid down last year by 
Prime Minister King as the pro- 
per policy to follow in creating in- 
ternational organizations after the 
war. 


Publication of main features of 
this plan in an American aviation 
newspaper in Washington caused a 
stir in Ottawa, for details of the 
plan were understood to have been 

| furnished to the British air mission 
in the United States, headed by 
Lord Beaverboook, confidentially 
and not for publication. Leakage of 
details of the plan created embar- 
rassment for the Canadian govern- 
ment, and it indicated how intense 
the conflict over future air rights 


and routes was becoming, 


BRITISH OPPOSED 
Several features of the Canadian 


plan are believed to be not favored 
by the British government whose 
special air envoy in the United 


States, Lord Beaverbrook, has been 
doing spade work in Washington 
for some months, in preparation of 
post war air policies proposed by 
Australia and New Zealand and al- 
so not favored by the British.

of living of the 500,000,000 Chinese 
is raised by only 10 per cent. that 
there is a great potential market 
amaiting Canadian and American 
exports.” 


That the standard of living of the 
Chinese will be raised was a fore- 
gone conclusion. Plans were being 
evolved for that purpose, and the 
Chines people are looking to Can- 
ada and America for assistance in 
this work. 

He said that China has just en- 
tered into its second stage of econ- 
omic evolution—the machine stage, 
and would need a great amount of 
the production of Canadian indus- 


ing plants, 

As well as Canadian machinery 
China will need considerable quan- 
tities of Canadian wheat and flour, 
and lumber for the rebuilding of 
the devastated areas. 

Questioned concerning the out- 
come of the war against Japan, 
General Cohen said there was no 
doubt of the ultimate result. “It 
was to be the utter destruction 
of the enemy.” Asked if he cared 
to predict the possible date of 
victory for the Allies, he said that 
he “belonged to the tribe of 

Israel but he was not a prophet 
of Israel.” 

He expressed gratification at the 
advancement made in Edmonton 
since he last visited the city about 
10 years ago. He predicted a great 
future for Edmonton in the post- 
war aviation world, and was of the 
opinion the city would double its

City Teachers Aid 
Two Major Funds 


Edmonton's two major annual 
drives—the Community Chest, and 
the Canadian Red Cross — have 
benefitted materially during the 
last two years as a result of con- 
tributions from the 
Teachers’ Donations Fund, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by the 
executive, 

Two years ago, the majority of 
the public and high school teachers 
entered into an agreement with 
the Public School Board whereby 
percentage deductions from sal- 
aries were made monthly.

cludes a world aviation conven- 
tion under which all signatory 
nations would agree to give all 
others the freedom of air pass- 
age, rights to land for non-traffic 
Purposes, and rights to embark 
and disembark on a reciprocal 
basis. 

More controversial than this, the 
Canadian plan includes setting up 
of an international air licensing and 
operating authority, with a world 
assembly and regional councils. 
One such council would cover Eur- 
ope, omitting the United Kingdom 
on the one side and Russia on the 
other. Another would cover the 
North Atlantic. Under the Cana- 
dian plan, the licensing of air ser- 
vices within a regional council's 
jurisdiction would be cecided by 
the council, which would be ex- 
pected to take account as far as 
possible of all interests existing 
within its region. This would mean 
that small nations of Europe could 
look to the day when they would 
build up civil air lines with their 
neighbors. 


POINT OF GBJECTION 

This is one point on which Brit- 
ish objections are believed to exist. 
The post-war European aviation 
field is one in which British in- 
terests might be expected to claim 
priority rights, since Britain will 
have planes and pilots ready. 

Whether either Britain or the 
United States will accept the idea 
of a North Atlantic regional air 
council cannot be forecast, The 
Canadian plan envisages an inter- 
national council deciding fre- 
quency of services over the At- 
lantic and other important de- 
tails, and actually managing the 
services, United States policy, 
some circles believe, may tend to 
rely more heavily than this plan 
would permit on the preferred 
competitive position United 
States will have directly the war 
ends, 


An important 


feature of the 
Canadian proposal would exempt 
from international authority the 
air services established between 
contiguous countries. This would 
reserve for special agreement the 
air rights between Canada and the 
United States. These rights are 
governed by existing principles that 
have been built up over a period 
of years, and they are fully re- 
ciprocal, 


TENTATIVE PLAN 


While premature disclosure of 
Canada’s proposals caused some 
dismay in Ottawa, the incident has 
revealed Canada in the role of 
middle power taking a lead in seek- 
ing rights for itself and other na- 
tions below the great-power rank. 
The plan, it is stressed, was tenta- 
tive and preliminary. Meanwhile 
the disclosure heightened interest 
in a statement on aviation policy 
which Hon. C. D. Howe is expected 
to make next week in parliament.

After all, it seems, beer is not to flow 
any more freely in Alberta and Ontario 
because the federal restrictions have been 
removed and the dispensing power turned 
back to the provincial authorities. This is 
the far from gladdening announcement 
made to the thirsty ones, at Edmonton 
and at Toronto. Mr. Low and Mr. Drew 
explain that the labor supply at the 
breweries is scarce, that bottles are scarce, 
that cartons are scarce, and so on. The 
best they can see ahead is a gradual 
enlargement of the supply; and meanwhile 
the patrons will just have to content them- 
selves with no more liberal helpings than 
they have been getting in the past. 

From which it would appear that the 
terrible aridity was not basically due to 
the regulations imposed by the Dominion, 
but to the physical limitations with which 
wartime has surrounded the manufacture 
of the product, limitations which only time 
can remove. No doubt this is true —as 
true as it was a week ago, when the 
official publicans of the provinces were 
blaming Ottawa because they could not 
“set ’em up” as fast as the customers de- 
manded.

Juvenile Courts 


Debate in the Alberta Legislature over 
the Child Welfare Act elicited a good deal 
of criticism of the conduct of Alberta’s 
juvenile courts. 

One member loudly castigated a sent- 
ence of 23 months imprisonment which 
had been imposed on a 16-year-old boy 
for stealing a 57-cent pencil. “There is 
something wrong with the courts when 
they impose sentences like that,’ he de- 
clared. 

This amazing conclusion was appar- 
ently based on the fact that so long a 
Sentence had been imposed for so slight 
a theft. 

It requires an uncommonly sharpened 
property sense to classify the iniquity of 
theft according to the value of the articles 
stolen. It used to be taught that theft was 
theft whether the booty was worth a 
nickle or a million dollars, It used to be 
believed that the extent of a court sentence 
was fixed on the basis of the offender's 
mental attitude rather than on the value 
of his haul. It used to be held, too, that a 
jail term was imposed to arouse in the 
offender a sense of guilt and repentance 
rather than to establish, in a sliding scale, 
the sanctity of property. 

If this is typical of the complaints that 
are made about the juvenile courts, it will 
be an extraordinary thing if anyone takes 
them very seriously.

Rolling Toward Rumania 


To the bewildered Nazi commanders 
it must seem that to the launching of new 
Russian offensives there is no end, A third 
drive started by the Red forces across the 
central Ukraine resulted in the capture of 
Uman, a railway junction which also com- 
mands three crossings of the upper waters 
of the river Bug. This is the last formid- 
able barrier behind which the invaders 
might make a stand on Russian soil in the 
southern sector. With the capture of 
Kherson also, that line was made unten- 
able, 

Russian forces have now crashed 
through the Bug river line and are almost 
within cannon shot of the Rumanian 
border. At Tarnopol in Poland another 
Russian spearhead is only fifty miles from 
the Rumanian boundary to the south. That 
panicky satellite state is thus threatened 
by blows from two directions, as well as by 
an inundation of the Nazi forces which are 
being swept backward before the Russian 
advance. 

To the Rumanians either threat would 
be serious enough. Together they mean 
that the tide of war is flowing their way, 
with a prospect that Rumania will become 
a battlefield about the time its farmers 
should be sowing their crops. 

Rumania — predominantly a farming 
country—is facing the prospect of war at 
home, a cropless summer, with hunger to 
follow. 
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A Lucky Man 


The Canadian motorist should touch 
wood, and keep his fingers crossed. For 
the time at least, he is a lucky man, Even 
if in the lowest category he can buy 120 
gallons of gasoline per year. But in the 
United States the basic allowance—in all 
states—has been cut to 2 gallons per week, 
or 104 gallons per year. The United States 
gallon is four-fifths the Canadian gallon, 
which cuts the quota of the U.S. driver 
down to a trifle more than 83 Canadian 
gallons per year. 

The Canadian motorist is thus about 
50 per cent better off than his contempor- 
ary south of the line, Carrying the calcula- 
tion farther afield, it is a certainty that 
nowhere in Europe and nowhere in Asia, 
nor in Australasia, can the base rate be as 
high as it is in Canada. It may be higher 
in South America, and possibly in parts 
of Africa. With these possible exceptions, 
car-drivers in Canada are undoubtedly 
better off than in any other country in the 
world, in the matter of fuel supply. 

That this can continue is of course 
subject to doubt. If the action at Washing- 
ton is taken because of immediate or pros- 
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pective increase in gasoline supplies needed 
by the fightin, forces of the Allies, similar 
action may be expected in Canada. In that 
case there will be no complaint from the 
Canadian motorist, even if curtailment of 
the gas supply should make it not worth 
while to drive his car at all. 

But meanwhile he has cheering news 
from Ottawa that the coupon value is not 
to be cut down at present. 


Fewer Schools Needed 


The Commonwealth Air Training 
scheme is no longer in the expanding stage. 
It has passed the peak, and from this on 
the training facilities will be systematically 
reduced. This is to say that the desperate 
situation which made so comprehensive a 
scheme necessary in Canada no longer ex- 
ists. 

The Minister for Air gave parliament 
direct assurance that schools are not to be 
closed at a rate which would endanger or 
even make questionable a sufficient supply 
of trained aircrew men. Twenty-eight 
schools are to be wound up during the 
present calendar year, a striking indication 
of the improved all-round position of the 
Allies in air power. ; 

This improvement being a fact, there is 
cause for satisfaction that the training 
facilities can be gradually reduced. The 
cost of operation will go down in propor- 
tion. There will be a declining, rather than 
growing, demand for recruits. The implica- 
tion is that the Allies now have the edge 
on the enemy in the air, and the responsible 
officials are confident they can hold this 
superiority with reduced effort in the 
Dominion. These are reasons for welcom- 
ing the news that the training system can 


, be methodically curtailed.

At Edmonton the No. 2 Air Observer 
School will be closed, probably in July. But 
this is apparently a step in revamping the 
R.C.A.F, set-up, rather than an item in the 
general training reduction program. The 
accommodation at the school is required 
by the Northwest Staging Route, the name 
under which Air Force operations in the 
Northwest area are carried on. Edraonton’s 
position in relation to military aviation will 
not therefore be lessened by the closing of 
the school.

Postponed Too Long

London is preparing to settle the 
Jugosiav and Polish issues, and the 
matter appears urgent. Stalin has 
rejected Polish counter - proposals 
regarding the eastern boundaries, 
and apparently Mr. Churchill in- 
tends to support him. Churchill 
has also summoned leaders of the 
Jugoslav cabinet 
from Cairo in a 
final effort to set- 
tle disputes be- 
tween Tito and 
General Mikhai- 
lovitch. 

But there is an- 
other issue as ur- 
gent as these two 
which apparently 
is being neglect- 
ed only because 
no great power is insisting on a 
showdown, as the Soviet govern- 
ment is doing in the Polish and 
Jugoslav cases. 

That is the Italian question.’ In 
Italy, revolutionary anti-Fascist and 
anti-German forces in the north, 
occupied by the Germans, and un- 
der the authority of the Mussolini 
government, have risen in rebel- 
lion, An estimated three to six 
million strikers are demanding re- 
nunciation of the draft for Fascist 
armies; cessation of the shipment 
of Italian technicians and workers 
to Germany; reduction of curfew 
hours; and immediate liberation 
and return of Italians deported to 
Poland. Before this column ap- 
pears there may have been a show- 
down and bloody massacre by Ger- 
man military authorities. 

In any case the revolt is in full 
swing, and is the first great rising 
against Nazis and Fascists any- 
where in Western Europe.

it. But bear in mina that for years 
the British and American propa- 
ganda has been urging this revolt, 
and not only against the Fascist 
government, but once even against 
Badoglio—in August, when we 
wanted pressure on him to give in. 
Now it occurs. 

At the same time we continue to 
support, in the south, a government 
which from the viewpoint of Italian 
anti-Facists is n@@-Fascist itself. We 
have not liquidated the Fascist re- 
gime but with the exception of top 
officials kept the structure ,intact. 
We are neither using the press 
which we control to form demo- 
cratic opinion, nor permitting anti- 
Fascist groups to assemble and de- 
velop programs, nor recruiting an 
anti-Fascist volunteer army. Judg- 
ing by the behavior of Anglo-Ameri- 
can occupation forces, it is our in- 
tention to suppress an Italian show- 
down against Fascism. 

The argument is that this must be 
postponed, until we occupy Rome. 
But why should a specific city, even 
the capital, be involved in a funda- 
mental political policy? If Badoglio 
can govern without Rome why not 
another? Governments in exile with 
which we have been negotiating 
throughout the war do not have one 
inch of their own territory in their 
hands. 

* * * 


There ts evidence that this turn- 
ing over of political decisions to the 
military will have historical conse- 
quences. The same procedure had 
consequences after the first world 
war. In recent years the German 
republic has repeatedly been ac- 
cused of not liquidating the ancient 
regime and leaving in courts, army, 
and civil bureaucracy the anti- 
democratic seeds which supported 
Hitler and precipitated the second 
world war. The accusation is not un- 
founded. But who was responsible 
for this survival? 


I regret to say that the Allied 
military occupation authorities were 
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involved in responsibility. When the 
Kaiser's regime collapsed the Ger- 
man nation was raising in full re- 
volt. A central council of workers, 
soldiers, and peasants had been 
formed, and was taking over the 
administration, with a whole net- 
work of local councils assisting. The 
overwhelming majority were social- 
democratic and anti-communist. The 
councils regarded themselves as 
temporary bodies for the construc- 
tion of a new parliamentary system. 

But when our occupying armies 
marched in, they refused co-opera- 
tion with these opponents of the 
old regime and insisted that im- 
perial officials be reinstalled. The 


story is recorded by Colonel 1. L. 
Hunt of the Third Army and Amer- 
ican forces of occupation, 1918-20, 
in his report as officer in charge 
of civil affairs. He said, “The po- 
litical institutions with which the 
American army came into contact 
were... those of the old regime 
... It was fortunate... that the... 
counsel of moderation won the 
day, and most of the ex-Imperial 
officers remained at their posts. . 

“It is self-evident that the auto- 
cratic ‘nature (of the German civil 
service) peculiarly fits it to adapt 
itself to the wishes of an occupying 
force.”

the story now being repeated in 
Italy. Armies of occupation if left 
politically to their own direction, 
will inevitably ally themselves with 
the intrenched authorities, because, 
as Col. Hunt further says, “Train- 
ed and responsible officials can 
better carry out orders.” 

But revolutionary movements 
have their moments. Once passed 
they never recover, or move into 
another more violent stage. With- 
out a political strategy to canalize 
and use the revolution forces, they 
will die, or pass completely out of 
our control.

Have We Lost Our Laughter?

Something Has Robbed 
This Youthful Continent 

Of Its Youth 

By BRUCE HUTCHISON 

Mr. Harold Nicolson, blythe spirit 
of English journalism and politics, 
complains in The Spectator that the 
English people have lost their old 
buoyancy. This would not be a 
matter for wonderment during the 
war, after all they have gone 
through, but a-cording to Mr. Nicol- 
son, Merrie England ceased to be 
merry centuries ago. 

In Shakespeare's time England 
was merry, villagers danced on the 
green, Falstaff quaffed his sack and 
the Mermaid Tavern rang with gar- 
gantuan jest. But now, says Mr. 
Nicolson, “how rarely in England 
does some sudden song spring up 
from a backyard as in Andalusia 
or Sicily, bringing a smile of start- 
led happiness to every mouth!” 
When we seek to revive the ancient 
gaiety, says Mr. Nicolson, a ghastly 
chill of artificiality comes to check 
our revelry. 

If this be true of England, how 
much more artificial is the gaiety 
of Canada! Nay, hardly any gaiety, 
artificial or natural. Therefore, the 
Canadian going to England is amaz- 
ed at its constant bubbling of good 
nature, from the jests of the cok- 
ney taxi driver to the vast neigh- 
borliness and rumbling laughter of 
a crowd, Those days of the Cor- 
onation, Piccadilly Square at night 
with people cheering from the roofs 


of taxis, the throng of unknown} 
people who took you into their 
parties and their hearts—these 


memories come back now like the 
lost May days of your youth, Noth- 
ing comparable is ever seen in 
Canada, 

* * * 


In Europe, even among the Ger- 
mans after Hitler had tried to dis- 
till the last drop of humor from 
them, there was a feeling of car- 
nival every night in the beer halls 
of Munich, as in the wine gardens 
of Vienna, on the promenade of 
Budapest, in the French cafes, such 
as we have never captured here. 

Let the apostles of economic 
determination explain this. Let 
them explain why people almost 
without money and hardly enough 
to eat were jollier than we, in 
America, with the world’s highest 
living standard. Let prohibition- 
ists explain how the Europeans, 
with a glass or two of beer or light 
wine, became more agreeable and 


happier than North Americans on 
a whole bottle of rye. 

Let them explain how it is that 
the English country pub became 
a resort of jollity, good talk and 
carefree jest, how the garden of 
a European inn became a_ place 
of common song and neighborli- 
ness, while the Canadian beer 
parlor has become a sodden den, 
where men silently and glumly 
swill oceans of liquor to acquire a 
small amount of alcohol and stag- 
ger home in deepest melancholy. 

Something has happened deep 
in our natures to make us sad, to 
rob this youthful Continent of its 
youth, to make us consume our 
present appalling quantities of 
liquor, not because we are natur- 
ally ‘convivial but because we 
want to escape from our own in- 
tolerable loneliness and dejection. 

The explanation, I fancy, will 
be found in our devotion to the 
theory of success. Since Cham- 
plain founded Quebec, since the 
Pilgrims landed on Plymouth 
Rock, North Americans have had 
to struggle for existence. Where 
they struggled before with In- 
dians they struggle now in sky- 
scrapers, in factories, in teeming 
cities. And always, from the be- 
ginning, they are haunted by the 
spectre of failure, which was once 
an Indian with a tomahawk and 
is now a sheriff with writ of at- 
tachment. 

* * * 


We have come to think of gaiety 
not merely as unnecessary but un- 
desirable, a relic of original sin. 
Whereas the European and, as 1 
read, the Chinese, know that life 
is not only earnest but also comic, 
and that comedy is an essential 


part of a rounded view of life. The 
great minds of ancient Greece, of 
China, of Shakespeare's England 
and Dr. Johnson's, were great 
laughers also. Laughter never de- 
tracted from the moral earnestness 
of men but only illuminated it, 
like stars flashing from a dark 
sky. 

Well, somehow in America we 
seem to have lost what joint gaiety 
we used to have before we became 
so clever and so rich. Life, we say, 
is real and it is earnest, and we 
excuse ourselves on the ground | 
that we are people*with a solemn 
purpose and a mighty objective. 
But it is not life we are talking 
about really. Living standards, 
production, consumption, business, 
politics are not life. They are the 
mere tools and trappings of life 
and can never of themselves make | 
it worth living. 

Life is a highly personal busi- 
ness coming from the inside, not 
the outside, and if life is not joy- 
ous and often comical inside, 
nothing on the outside will make 
it so, not: even our huge consump- 
tion of alcohol and not even our 
school system, on which we spend 
considerably less. Laughter will 
come only out of the hearts of 
men and we must wait until it 
comes, unbidden. 

It will probably be some time 
yet before we recover the essen- 
tial sanity of Shakespeare's time, 
before we digest and master the 
grim success of our material ac- 
complishments on this continent, 
and realize that life itself, bright 
with its own sunshine and not 
illuminated by artificial Jamps 
and stimulants, is the thing we are 
looking for and can acquire for 
ourselves. Meanwhile no one can 
provide it for us, 


Route, commonly known as the 
Alaska Skyway, at present, since 
the route is reserved for military 
traffic. In future, a direct run from 
Winnipeg to Edmonton and beyond 


has been forecast by T.C.A. of- 
ficials.

Purchase of American installa- 


tions on the Alaska Skyway raises 
the question of where does Canada 
stand in regard to ownership of 
new facilities and improvements 
made in Northwest Canada and 
United States, The principle is al- 
ready agreed upon between Canada 
and United States. It is this: The 
durable facilities for the defence 
of North America in that region 
will remain in Canadian ownership, 
but they will always be available 
for the common defence. This prin- 
ciple applies to United States ex- 
penditures in Canadian territory, 
estimated to run as high as $300,- 
000,000, Far more Canadian money 
has been spent, down through the 
years, on the development and de- 
fence of that region. 

Mr. Howe announced Canada has 
bought out U.S. installations, bring- 
ing Canadian expenditures on the 
skyway to $58,500,000. Expenditures 
by the United States in this project 
have been $29,000,000. Canadian 
construction, completed in June 
1943, had amounted to $25,000,000, 
with $4,500,000 for improvements to 
existing airdromes between the 
U.S. border and Edmonton. United 
States expenditures included $6,- 
000,000 on flight strips along the 
Alaska Highway and $2,000,000 for 
air strips along the Mackenzie 
River. 

The air strips along the Macken- 
zie River clearly foreshadow a sec- 
ondary route, east of the main 
staging route from Edmonton to 
Alaska. This development has 
permitted regular air service be- 
tween Edmonton and Norman 
wells, site of the Canol ojl project; 
and plans are under way to extend 
this route northward, down the 
Mackenzie river to McPherson, 
near the Arctic ocean, from which 
point the route will turn westward 
to Porcupine river and points in 
Alaska.

General principles recognized by 
Canada and United States regard- 
ing future ownership of permanent 
installations in the Canadian 
Northwest were agreed upon on 
January 27, 1943, in an exchange of 
notes. These principles apply to 
air fields, roads, buildings, oil de- 
velopments, pipe lines, 
strips and other developments in 
Canadian territory in which Ameri- 
can funds have figured. Not one 
foot of land has passed into U.S. 
ownership. The agreed principles 
are 1, that all immovable installa- 
tions built by the United States be- 
come Canadian property within 
one year of the end of the war; 
2, all movable installations may be 
returned to the United States, or 
offered to Canada at a price set by 
independent valuation; 3. if both 
government agree, movable instal-

Suede gloves can be kept fresh by) 
daily brushing with a soft-bristled 
hat brush, Help them to keep their 
shape by gently pulling out the 
fingers when removing them and 
put them in a long box or little | 
drawer to themselves,

STOCKINGS: Rinse new stock- 
ings through warm water before 
wearing.

Never iron. 

If stockings are too short, sew a 
piece of tape on the tops for the 
garter to fasten into, or the top of 
another old stocking, or lengthen 
the garter with tape or ribbon. 

Strengthen new stockings before 
wearing them by reinforcing the 
heels and toes with widely spaced 
Shadow darning,,and sewing two 
circular patches, cut from the tops 
of old stockings, on the tops where 
the garters are clipped on. Also 
double rows of stitching around the 
tops of the stockings just above the 
join, 

When the foot is too worn to 
darn, a new foot can be cut from an 
old stocking and sewn on. 


RAINCOATS: Keep raincoats on}

RUBBER APRONS: Never allow 
grease or soap to remain on rubber 
aprons, and never pin them.

But Cana- 
dian authorities have consistently 
regarded it also as a vital airway 
to the Orient in world aviation, On 
that ground, the decision was made 
to re-smburse the United States for 
all permanent construction it has 
added to the Skyway at its own 
expense,

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Govt. Considering Medical Expense Plan for Pensioners 


British Columbia Method 


Of Providing Assistance 
Studied; Report Requested 


The Alberta government is investigating schemes where- 
under medical costs of old age pensioners will be taken care 
of, Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial treasurer, announced in the 


Legislature Wednesday. 


At the time, the House was in 
committee of supply, considering 
an appropriation for old age and | 
blind pensions, totalling $4,066,- | 
150. The amount is $525,980 
higher than last year. Reimburse- | 
ments of $2,765,000 from the Dom- 
inion government and municipali- 
ties will cut the net estimated 
cost of the pensions to the prov- 
ince to $1,301,150 for the coming 
fiscal year, 
E. E. Roper, (C.C.F.-Edmonton) | 

pointed to the medical scheme in| 
operation in the province of British 
Columbia, under which persons 
drawing the old age pension or 
mothers’ allowance were given 
medical services previously given 
to those drawing unemployment 
relief. He asked the government! 
whether such a plan was being | 
considered here. 


SYSTEM IN B.C, 

Under the B.C. scheme, medical 
cards were issued which entitled 
the holder to services of a doctor 
and to drugs, free of charge. In 
addition, specialists could be ob- 
tained, with the guidance of the 
medical service director. 

The province has investigated 
the British Columbia plan, Mr. 
Low told the C.C.F. member. 
“That plan allows $4.80 per per- 
son per year for drugs and pre- 
scriptions, and depends on a 
50-50 arrangement between the 
government and the municipality. 
The government looks after the 
case, if it is on an indigent basis.” 

He added that the B.C. govern- 
ment has been asked for a report 
regarding results of the scheme, up 
to Dec. 31, 1943. 

“We have an idea here of trying 
to work out something that is ade- 
quate, and hope to have an arrange- 
ment that will take care of the 
situation,” said Mr. Low,

Land sales are booming. In % 
the period March 1 to 15 there 
were 58 sales for a gross sale 
value of $36,835. Of these sales 
41 were made to purchasers in- 
tending to erect dwellings. The 
average price of the home to be 
built was placed at $4,000 by land 
department officials. 

In each month of 1944 land sales 
have exceeded by a considerable 
amount those of the same month 
of 1943, and it is anticipated that 
the sales made in March will ex- 
ceed those of March, 1943, “If busi- 
ness continues at the present tempo 
we will have a record year in the 
land department, “John Paterson, 
department superintendent, stated. 

Eight of the sales made during 
the March 1 to 15 period were for 
extension of homesites; five were 
sales of existing dwellings; two 
were for market gardening pur- 
poses, and two were of business 
places.

‘Require Bonds 
Of Transient 
Traders Here 


Transient traders, book agents 
and solicitors and canvassers for 
periodicals will have to furnish 


| bonds if they intend to carry on 

| business in Edmonton. This is 
one of the new regulations re- 
cently incorporated in the city 
of Edr:onton’s license by-law. 

Another regulation enacted pro- 
vided that if upon personal in- 
spection the medical officer of 
health is dissatisfied with the sani- 
tary condition in any licensed 
premises he may notify the in- 
spector of licenses to suspend the 
license until such conditions have 
been remedied. 

Another new regulation provides 
that where any person has been 
convicted of an offence in respect 
of early-closing the convicting 
magistrate shall order suspension 
of the early closing permit of the 
licensee concerned for one week 
for the first offence, two weeks for 
the second offence and for a third 
offence cancellation of the permit 
and of all city licenses. 

Under another amendment to the 
license by-law bicycle dealers will 
be required to obtain a license to 
carry on such business. The ob- 
ject of this regulation is to im- 
prove the supervision and control 
sales and to assist the police in 
connection with tracing stolen bi- 
cycles and parts. 

Applications for bicyle licenses 
must be approved by the chief of 
police before they are issued by 
the city license department. 
This would assist the police in 
their investigation of stolen bi- 
cycles, 

In future a separate license for 
cigar sales will not be necessary, 
a general license for sale of to- 
bacco products having been in op- 
eration for several years. 

Designed to protect persons who 
pawn articles, license regulations 
were changed requiring the pawn- 
broker to deliver a note for the 
article pawned and have on the 
note the amount which the person 
will have to pay upon redemption. 
A statement of the profit taken by 
the pawnbroker must be endorsed 
jon the note taken by him. A dupli- 
cate of such note must be kept for 
one year following the date of re- 
|demption of the goods, 
FOR ENTERTAINMENT 


A further regulation provides 
that when places of worship are 
to be used for entertainment pur- 
poses a license so to do shall be 
obtained. 

Another regulation prohibits un- 
escorted females from attending 
public dance halls 

Dealers purchasing second-hand 
goods or bicycle parts, etc., are re- 
quired to have the vendor produce 
his national registration card, and 
shall keep a record of the name 
and address of the person to whom 
the second-hand goods were sold. 

nother amendment to the 
license by-law provides that where 
any person is a holder of a license 
or permit under the provisions of 
the license by-law, and is convicted 
of an offence under the Lord's 
'Day Act, the license or permit will 
be suspended; in the case of a first 
offence for one week; for a second 
offence, two weeks, and for a third 
or subsequent offence, cancellation 
of the permit and license,

It 
appears that some fat must be pres- 
ent in the dietary if good health is 


to be maintained. 

The amount of fat habitually 
consumed varies with different 
climates, races, occupations and 
economic factors. For example, 


the person doing very heavy work 
in a cold climate will probably use 
more fat than a person doing men- 
tal work in a warm climate, One 
of the very interesting things to 
observe is that the amount of fat 
used bears a direct relationship to 
income; with an increase in the 
family income, the use of fat also 
increases. 

It has been found that the body 
is capable of adapting itself to the 
omission of fat during short per- 
iods without any harm resulting;

TEN CENTS A DAY 


For the small sum of ten cents 
a day a child receives milk and a 
cookie at 9.30 am., a full course 
dinner at 11 am, and at 3 p.m. 
milk and a sandwich 

When a child is admitted to the 
Creche he is undressed and ex- 
amined and if the mother had not 
had time to bath her child before 
leaving for work, the child is given 
a bath and dressed in Creche 
clothes. If very small, the child is 
put in a crib and the older one goes 
to the play room for supervised 
play and toys to play with 

Children are admitted from two 
weeks of age to six years. If the 
weather is fine the children play in 
the yard. After dinner the kiddies 
are washed and have a sleep. 

The Creche was started at the 
time of the depression when work- 
ing mothers were the sole earners 
for the family so the price asked 
was in reach and has not been 
changed during the war. No child 
has ever been refused even if its 
parent could not pay. 

The Creche is a real asset to the 
city. No working mother has ever 
been on relief and the Creche has 
saved many a home from breaking 
up as the child is taken home in 
the evening, happy. 

As one widowed mother remark- 
ed; "She didn’t know what she 
| would do if she couldn't leave her 
child in the Creche.”

6. If you employ any male person, and have not 
been notified of the survey by booklet or post 
card, contact the nearest Employment and 
Selective Service Office and ask for the booklet. 


7. Obligation to make the examination rests on 
each and every employer of male persons, and 
employers must act. 


8 Penalties are provided for failure to carry out 
this examination, and for male employees fail- 
ing to assist by refusal to produce documents,

Fats are similar to carbohydrates 
in that they are widely distributed 
in natural food substances. Fats 
are made up of carbon, oxygen and 
hydrogen. Of all forms of food, 
fats are the most concentrated. It 
appears that some fat must be pres- 


ent in the dietary if good health is 
to be maintained. 

The amount of fat habitually 
consumed varies with different 
climates, races, occupations and 
economic factors. For example, 


the person doing very heavy work 
in a cold climate will probably use 
more fat than a person doing men- 
tal work in a warm climate, One 
the very interesting things to 
observe is that the amount of fat 
used bears a direct relationship to 
income; with an increase in the 
family income, the use of fat also 
increases. 

It has been found that the body 
is capable of adapting itself to the 
omission of fat during short per- 
iods without any harm resulting; 
but if deprived of fat for months 
or years, injurious effects occur. 
This is possibly due to the fact that 
vitamins A and D are commonly 
secured from fat-bearing foods 

Fat is very easily assimilated and 
is absorbed almost in its entirety. 
However, the process of digestion 
is extremely slow and usually takes 
between 5 and 6 hours. Apparently 
the mixture of large amounts of fat 
with eithtr starches or proteins

From the caloric standpoint, fat 
is considered to have double the 
caloric value of either starch or 
sugar, Fat may be used in the body 
for the liberation of energy, or it 


may be converted into heat. For 
this reason, it is beneficial to in- 
crease the fat ration under two 


conditions; when energy is being 
rapidly used up because of heavy 
work; and when the body is ex- 
posed to extreme cold. 

Fats are therefore of great value 


in cold climates and it is cus- 
tomary to find that the Northern 
races, including the Eskimos, use | 


a great deal of fat to provide the 
fuel to fight the cold. Those liv- 
ing cold climates would do well to 


increase the fat consumption dur- 
ing the winter months. In a warm 
climate, such an increase is not 


of much value, except in the cases 


of those performing heavy man- 
ual labor, in which instances the 
burning of the fat wil provide 
energy 


Animal fats such as butter, eggs, 
cream, beef-fat, and codliver oil, 
provide good sources of vitamin 
A, which is a fat soluble vitamin, 
Vegetable fats do not seem to be 
such good sources of the vitamin 
Vitamin D is found in cod-liver oil, 
suet, lard, ete 

The fats used for food come from 
both the animal and vegetable king- 
doms; and a list of the whole 
some fats and oils inciudes all of 
the following foods: © utter, cream 
margerine, olive oil, peanut oil! 
cottonseed oil, corn oil 
oil, poppy seed oil, and seasame 
oi. Those using fat cuts of beef 
or pork will also secure an addi- 
tional amount of fat. Or, fat may 
be secured from nuts, as well as 
from other sources, such as milk, 
avocadoes, olives, soya beans, 
cream, lard, salmon and tuna

KINGSTON, Jamaica—We left 
Miami early Monday morning and 
fortunately had a most beautiful 
day for the flight to Guantanamo.

Children are admitted from two 
weeks of age to six years, If the 
weather is fine the children play in 
the yard, After dinner the kiddies 
are washed and have a sleep. 

The Creche was started at the 
time of the depression when work- 
ing mothers were the sole earners 
for the family so the price asked 
was in reach and has not been 
changed during the war. No child 
has ever been refused even if its 
parent could not pay. 

The Creche is a real asset to the 
city. No working mother has ever 
been on relief and the Creche has 
saved many a home from breaking 
up as the child is taken home in 
the evening, happy. 

As one widowed mother remark- 
ed; “She didn't know what she 
would do if she couldn't leaye her 
child in the Creche.”

Appeal to workers in the Mly 
Ing plant industry in Edmonton

Wednesday by J. A, “Pat” Sulli- 
van, Ottawa, secretary-treasurer, 
Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada at a meeting held in the 
Ukrainian hall, 96 street and 109 
avenue. 

He was addressing a meeting of 
members of the meat packing in- 
dustry called to discuss the C.LO, 


entry into the Edmonton labor 
field, More than 200 were present. 
Mr, Sullivan was critical of the 


action of the C.LO. in “invading” 
the organized Edmonton territory | 
when so many other points in Can- 


ada were not organized at the 
time. 
He described this “invasion” as 


“an act of piracy.” He said the | 
excuse on which the “invasion” was 
made was flimsy, and that even, 
with membership in Edmonton the | 
C.LO. would not be able to negoti- 
ate a master agreement for the 
packing plant employees on a Do- 
minion-wide scale. 

MASTER AGREEMENT 


“This group,” stated Mr. Sullivan, 
“would have to commit piracy not 
only here but also in the cities of | 
Hull and Montreal, Quebec, and at! 
other points in Canada before a| 
master agreement could be achievy- | 
ed.” | 

He deplored the campaign of 
abuse that had been carried on, | 
This, he said, played into the hands 
of the employer and gave comfort 
to enemies of organized labor seek- 
ing at all times to destroy the} 
labor movement. 

Any attempt to call a strike in| 
the packing plant industry, or in 
any industry, would be a betrayal 
of the trust and the obligations |, 
“we owe to the thousands of our | 
own flesh and blood who are now 
fighting on the battlefronts to pre- 
serve the freedom and liberty of 
which we Canadians are so justly 
proud,” Mr, Sullivan stated. 
NO-STRIKE POLICY 

He said the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada had pledged 
itself to a no-strike policy for the 
war's duration. That pledge was 
recently renewed, and “we intend 
to live up to it.” He said that those 
in Edmonton taking a strike vote, 
and those in Winnipeg supporting 
them in that action, were consci- 
ously or unconsciously playing into 
the hands of those who are seeking 
to overrun the world. 

“How can eighty people make a 
decision to strike for more than 
600 employees?” Mr. Sullivan ask- 
ed, “I trust that they did not real- 
ize what they were doing; that they 
followed a leadership which, to say 
the least, has not yet come to un- 
derstand that the free people of 
this world are fighting now for 
their very existence,” he said. 

He said that on his return to 
Ottawa he would submit a plan to 
the executive of the Trades and 
Labor Congress from which might 
be evolved a National Meat Pack-

PAID ANNUALLY 


The grants have been paid an- 
nually since that time. 

Mr, MacLachlan said that at the 
time the arrangement was made, 
the grants were to last for three 
years only, but instead, they have 
been carried on and have appar- 
ently become a fixture. 

He suggested that as compen- 
sation for cutting off the grant, 
the cities should not be prevent- 
ed from collecting taxes on prop- 
erties owned by the government, 
which is being used for commer- 
cial purposes. 

Lionel Tellier (Ind., St. Albert), 
expressing agreement with Mr. 
MacLachlan’s proposal, said that 
farmers have paid a per capita tax 


|of $17 in the seven years that the 


Social Credit government has been 
in office, compaced to the cities’ 
per capita tax rate of $6.32. 


COULD GET $75,000 

Mayor Andrew Davison (Ind., 
Calgary), said that if the service 
tax was being levied in Calgary 
now, the city would be receiving 
$75,000, instead of $30,000 asa grant 
from the provincial government. 

If Calgary could collect $75,000 
from its service tax, then there is 
no doubt that Edmonton could 
collect $200,000, N. B. James (S.C., 
Edmonton) stated. Both cities are 
satisfied with the grant in place 
of the service tax, he said, in 
suggesting the present system be 
continued, 


Hugh John Macdonald, K.C., (L., 
Edmonton) said the cities have felt 
for a long time that they are re- 
civing unfair treatment at the hands 
of the province, and they claimed 
some of the liquor revenues, amuse- 
ment tax and other provincial lev- 
ies, much of which came from the 
cities.

Saint Patrick Is 


Popular Figure 
In All Lands

out of Ireland. Doubtless the ex- 
planation of this miracle is that) 
serpent-worship had flourished in 
the island, and Saint Patrick put an} 
end to it. Nevertheless, it seems to} 
be a fact that Ireland is free from 
snakes. 

Even more fascinating is the 
story of the shamrock. The plant 
long had been considered sacred. 
In ancient Persia the priests had 


given it a prominent place in 
their rites. 
It was an object of reverence 


among the Celtic tribes, and the 
Druids worshipped it as an em- 
blem of the Traid. Knowing this, 
Saint Patrick was anxious to give 
the trefoil leaf a Christian applica- 
tion. Preaching one morning he 
plucked a shamrock from the 
grass at his feet, and held it up to 
illustrate the Trinity: Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost, 

Saint Patrick’s day is indissol- 
ubly associated with Ireland, so 
much so, that the day often is 
referred to as “The Seventeenth 
of Ireland.” Four countries claim 
his birth, France, Scotland, Eng- 
land and Wales, Though a haze of 
tradition obscures him, it is 
probable that he was born near 
Dumbarton, Scotland, in 387. His 
father, Calphurnius, was a Ro- 
man commander, while his moth- 
er was a niece of St. Martin of 
Tours. 

When he was 16 years old, Saint 
Patrick was captured by pirates, 
who took him to Ireland, He was 
suld by the marauders to Michu, 
chiet of Ceunty Antrim; and he 
spent the next six years as a 
swineherd, guarding his master’s 
pigs. All the while he studied the 
Celtic language. Finally, he fled 
to the coast, and eventually made 
his way to the shores of Brittany. 

As he was eager to become a 
missionary, Saint Patrick made his 
way to the monastery of his great- 
uncle, St. Martin, at Tours. There 
he spent 18 years studying and pre- 
paring for the church, Then he was 


made a bishop, and was sent to 
preach the gospel to the Celtic 
peoples because he could speak 


their tongue. As his footsteps may 
be traced in the places named after 
him, it is known that his travels 
took him through Brittany, Corn- 
wall Wales, Scotland and to Ire- 


land. 

The greater portion of his 
work was accomplished in Ire- 
land. He landed in Wicklow 


County in 433 and first visited his 
former master Michu, to whom 
he paid his ransom. Then he con- 
verted not only Michu but his 
whole family. For many years 
Saint Patrick went about Ireland, 
preaching and teaching, building 
churches, organizing sc‘\ools, and 
performing the miracles that 
have rung down through the cen- 
turies. 

* At first the Druids were his bit- 
ter foes, but in the long run, he 
destroyed their power, and even 
persuaded many of them to be- 
come Christians and to enter mon- 


Protests against the present 
levy of one cent per gallon on 
“purple gas” used by farmers in 
agricultural machinery were 
voiced in the Legislature Wed- 
nesday afternoon by George Mac- 
Lachlan (Ind.-Pembina) and C. A. 
Reynolds (ind. S.C.-Stettler). 


The tax is a “direct levy by the 
province against the agricultural in- 
dustry of Alberta,” Mr. MacLachlan 
declared. Mr. Reynolds labelled it 
“an unjust tax.” 

Debate on the levy came up when 
the Legislature, in committee of 
supply, took under consideration a 
vote of $59,902 in the provincial sec- 
retary'’s estimates, for expenditure 
under the Fuel Oil Tax Act. 


PAID BY FARMERS 


“Only the farmers are called on 
to pay this fuel oil tax,’ Mr. Mac- 
Lachlan protested, “Gasoline is 
really a tool used in their work. No 
other class pays a tax on their 
tools.” 

Last year, the sum of $400,000 was 
raised by the tax, which constituted 
a direct levy by the province 
against the agricultural industry, 
Mr. MacLachlan went on. “I main- 
tain this is without any justification. 
As far as I can see, only ed farmer 
pays it.” 

He said that some years ago, a 
government member in reply to 
questions, had said the tax was 
maintained because the money 
was needed. “I don’t dispute 
that,” said the member. “But the 
government should go to where 
the money is, not to where it 
isn’t.” 

Hon. A. J. Hooke, provincial sec- 
retary, reminded the House that the 
tax was brought in under the U.F.A, 
government. Administration  ex- 


penses of the act are paid for oul} 


of the tax revenues he said. Ten

CLAIMS TAX UNJUST 

Mr. Reynolds, speaking next, said 
he would like to register his pro- 
tests against “this unjust tax” He 
said it would be just as right to tax 
one farmer for the oats used to 
feed his horses, as it is to tax his 
neighbor for fuel oil used in farm 
machines, He recalled that the Al- 
berta Farmers’ Union, at its recent 
convention, had by resolution call- 
ed on the government to drop the 
tax. 

Mr. Hooke stated that the gov- 
ernment was using one cent, in 
order to save the farmers six 
cents (The provincial tax on 
regular gasoline is seven cents per 
gallon, while the tax on gasoline 
for agricultural purposes is one 
cent per gallon.) 

Percy McKelvey, (Ind.-Ponoka) 
said he had protested against the 
tax before. He suggested that the 
government could use one-third of 
the present tax levied to pay all 
administration costs. 

Mr. MacLachlan commented that 
even if a previous government had 
pul the tax on the books, there is 
no justification for leaving it there, 
if it is unjust. 


SPENDING ON ROADS 

| Replying to a suggestion that the 
|levy collected should go back into 
jroads for the benefit of farmers, 
|}Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works, said that last year, 
{the government had spent $541,- 
575 on roads in improvement dis- 
|tricts, and an additional $400,000 in 
grants to rural municipalities for 
roads. “That is close to $1,000,000,” 
said the minister. 

Early in discussion of the pro- 
vincial secretary’s estimates, 
under debate on a vote of $7,040 
for administration of the Alberta 
Insurance Act, J. C. Mahaffy, 
K.C., (Ind., Calgary), suggested 
that the government should take 
immediate steps to have sick- 
ness and accident policies issued

Register Under Act

DISTURBING RELATIVES 

These letters are disturbing to 
the relatives of men who are over- 
seas, said Mr. Duke. “It grieves 
my heart to know that I am a mem- 
ber of a government that has a 
department that sends such letters,” 
he added. 

“Come on over!” Angus J. Morri- 
son (Lab.-Edson) called, from the 
opposition side of the House. 

Such letters should wait with the 
tax department, until the boys re-! 
turn, Mr, Duke went on. j 

Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial 
treasurer, in reply, said that the 
superintendent of the income tax 
branch has no alternative but to 


send out the notices. “The de- 
partment has no way of knowing 
that a boy is overseas,” he stated, 
going on to add that if the people 
concerned would write in, the 
matter could be handled. 


When Mr. Duke rose to reply in 


the course of the minister's re- 
marks, Mr. Low said “I have the 
floor, and I am going to have my 
say!” 

“T'll have my say, too!” Mr, Duke 
replied. 

Mr. Low said that some people, 


instead of communicating with the 
department, went to their member, 
who may have sat silent, instead of 
taking the matter up at once. 


WENT TO OFFICE 

“I did not sit silent,’ Mr, Duke 
said, when he replied to Mr. Low. 
“I went to the Calgary office, and 
was told that it was our own pro- 
vincial government branch that sent 
out the letters.” 

He decried the “cruel, heartless 
replies of the department” and 
asked, “Why not write a letter of 
apology? Why not wait until the 
boys come home?—A lot of the boys 
never will come back.” 

During the discussion on the in- 
come tax branch, Mr. Low told 
members that since the provincial 
government income tax control 
had been transferred to the Do- 
minion government, a total of $1,- 


225,000 has been collected and 
turned over to the senior govern- 
ment. Last year the amount was 
approximately $175,000, The ar- 
rears are to be returned to the 
province, when the present agree- 
ment regardng ncome tax collec- 
tion is terminated. 

E. E. Roper (C.C.F,, Edmonton) 
asked how much the Dominion had 
collected in income tax in Alberta 
in the last year. Mr. Low said no 
definite figures were on hand, but 
that the amount was estimated to 
be in the neighborhood of $18,000,- 
000.

Dried Eggs “Absolute Godsend” 
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To Britons, Food Official Says 


“Dried eggs have been an ab- 
solute godsend to us and on eh 
half of the people back home, 


wish to express my thanks to 
you,” John Peacock, director of 
eog supplies, British Ministry of 
Food, told a luncheon meeting of 
produce dealers and poultry of- 
ficials at the Macdonald Wednes- 
day. 

“You have brought light and life 
into an otherwise drab diet,” he 
continued “and I think it is true 
to say that no product introduced 
in wartime has become so widely 
known, used and appreciated as 
dried eggs.” 


POSITION SUMMARIZED 
Mr. Peacock, who was introduced 
by W. A. Brown, manager, Poultry 


Board, Ottawa, briefly summarized 
the egg and egg product position 
from 1939 onwards in the United 
Kingdom. 


ain was “entirely dependent on im- 
ports for egg products for bakery 
and manufacturing purposes, and 
also imported approximately 45 per 
cent. of our annual consumption of 
eggs in shell.” 

At the outbreak of the war, he 
said, both the import and distribu- 
tion trades were reorganized to 
meet the changed conditions and 
price control was immediately es- 
tablished 

The existing shell egg scheme, 
he said, was adopted in 1941, and 
under it, “1943 priority holders re- 
ceived three eggs per week and 
the ordinary consumer 30 eggs 
during the year.” 

In view of the importance of 
eggs as a source of vitamins, dried 
eggs have been a godsend, he add- 
ed, and we are grateful to those 
who have helped develop the qual- 
ity and standard of dried eggs, in- 
cluding Dr. Cook, of the National 
Research council, Dr. Charles 
Haynes, England, E. C. Bates Smith, 
and Mr. Brown and his colleagues. 
DISTRIBUTION PLAN 

Recognizing the importance of 
keeping up the morale of the 
people, Mr. Peacock said, the dis- 
tribution set-up of dried eggs ar- 
ranges for serving first, bakery and 
manufatturing purposes, then cater- 
ers and industrial canteens, and 
finally the public by packaging 
dried eggs in small five ounce 
packages. 

Bakery needs were taken first, 
he said, because it must be realized 
that “in my country the afternoon 
tea habit is general and a slice of 
cake particularly for girls working 
in offices, is a substantial part of 
their food from the time they leave 
in the morning until they return 
home at night.” 

The importance of eggs for in- 
dustrial canteens, he continued, 
is better emphasized “when you 
consider the effect of good can- 
teen service on factory output, 
where staff are working long 
hours, travelling under blackout 


conditions and doing civilian 
duties.” 
Although the people of Britain 


are living on a sufficient but mon- 
otonous diet, Mr, Peacock pointed 
out, “our breakfast table has no 
fresh fruit, bacon is limited to four 
ounces per person per week, but- 
ter is rationed at two ounces per 
week and a pint of milk a day is 
issued for a household of three 


ACQUIRING HABIT 

Mr. Peacock said that “our pub- 
lic is consuming and eppreciating 
more and more dried eggs and is 
acquiring’ an egg eating habit, 
which will be a factor in post-war 
food habits.” 

Although there are too many un- 
known factors involved to make 
any prediction on the post-war mar- 
ket for dried eggs, he said, “at the 
present moment you have a more 
appreciative and closely linked set 
of customers in Great Britain than 
you have ever had.” 

Following Mr. Peacock’s ad- 
dress, Mr. Brown announced the 

receipt of a wire from Ottawa 
confirming the sale of an aggre- 
gate of three million pounds of
